War had been raging for three 
years in Europe and for six months 
of that time the United States had 
been in the conflict when, in 1917, 


the Hollywood Community Sing 
was organized. Hearts were heavy 
and anxiety filled the minds of 
every one, but music and its charms 
could at least temporarily assuage 
fears and lighten hearts. Under 
those circumstanecs twenty-three 
years ago the Community Chorus 
was begun. 


Except for the first five weeks 
of these years, Mr. Hugo Kirch- 
hofer has been the devoted director 
of the Sing. His enthusiastic lead- 
ership continues to inspire all 
those who are privileged to sing 
under his direction. Inez Jacobson 
has been accompanist almost from 
its inception. Her gracious per- 
sonality and perfect accompani- 
ments are invaluable assets to the 
Sing. 

The Sing, more formally known 
as the Hollywood Community 
Chorus, now meets in the auditor- 
ium of the Woman’s Club of Hol- 
lywood every Tuesday evening 
from September until June at 7:45. 
A typical evening consists of the 
opening ceremony of singing 
“America,” followed by forty-five 
minutes of community singing un- 
der Mr. Kirchhofer. Numbers 
ranging from simple ballads 
through operatic numbers to ex- 
cerpts from great symphonic works 
are sung by those who come to the 
Community Chorus. There is no 


fixed choral group as the personnel 
of each meeting is different, but 
all who come and can sing do, and 
those who can’t, enjoy listening. 
The meetings are open to the pub- 
lic and all are welcome. After the 
community singing, newcomers are 


introduced and a featured artist 
is presented. 


After the program and announce- 


ments of ensuing programs the 
strains of the national anthem, 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” pour 
forth from grateful hearts. 


The Hollywood Community 
Chorus serves a greater purpose 
than just bringing together hun- 
dreds for an evening of communal 
song. From the ranks of the Sing 
come workers for every worth- 
while community project. The 
great Hollywood Bowl, so success- 
ful now that its humble beginnings 
are forgotten by all but a few, was 
started by a group from the Sing. 
The Bowl has grown far beyond 
the expectations of those first in- 
spired workers, but contributions 
of labor and service still come 
from the members of the Sing. The 
Easter Sunrise Service was first or- 
ganized and sponsored by the Sing. 
Reading the lists of committee 
members of the Sunrise Service is 
like reading the membership list of 
the Hollywood Community Chorus. 


It has not been as easy to carry 
on the necessary business affairs of 
the Chorus since Hollywood has 
grown up into the glamorous city 
of radio and films, but there is 
still a need for the simpler form 
of entertainment and the Sing 
fills this need perfectly. There 
is no charge for admission to the 
Tuesday evening meetings and 
membership cards are not required. 
One and all are welcome to this 
delightful evening of entertain- 
ment. Now and then a vaudeville 
or specialty night is held with a 
slight charge for admission, but 
these are given only when neces- 
sary to “balance the budget.”

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The Bowl and the People 
By John Anson Ford 


I think of Hollywood Bowl as 
one of our first lines of defense. 
Our chief dangers, in America, lie 
within. They can spring from 
false thinking and from misunder- 
standing. It is difficult, at times, 
for us to achieve the clear thought 
and sincerity of purpose that is 
essential to safeguard our democ- 
racy. This republic’s progress has 
always had its origin with _the 
people. The Bowl and its various 
events help us all to think more 
clearly; to purpose more honestly. 

Yes, those things which help the 
people think more clearly and as- 
pire more nobly are, after all, our 
first line of defense. In them truly 
lies our greatest strength. 

It is something like this, I be- 
lieve, that inspired Artie Mason 
Carter as she tramped Hollywood’s 
streets two decades ago, at first 
with difficulty, arousing its citi- 
zens to the possibilities of a great 


music center for all the people. 

Now we all know how richly the 
dream of Mrs. Carter and her faith- 
ful, pioneer associates and succes- 
sors has been fulfilled. Youngsters 
of that earlier day already are 
maturing into great artists, in part 
because ofthe Bowl’s inspiration. 
And what is more, hundreds of 
thousands of humanity have found 
uplift and release from care in the 
Symphonies under the Stars and 
the other noble events that the 
Bowl has made possible. 

The Easter Sunrise Service is 
the greatest ofthese other events. 
Religion and good music are akin. 
The Easter service answers the 
inner aspirations of men and wo- 
men of all creeds to draw near to 
the mystery of the Divine Father- 
hood. It helps the souls of people 
to pierce the veil that separates our 
early lives from things eternal. 


The Sunrise Chorus 


The real message of the Easter 
Sunrise Service comes to many not 
from the inspired words of the 
clergy, nor from the glorious notes 
of music, but from the sweet voices 
of the Sunrise Chorus as they pour 
forth the harmony of the old hymn, 
“Lyra Davidica.” This chorus has 
held a prominent place in the pro- 
gram of the Easter rites that is well 
deserved. Three hundred young 
people, aged six to sixteen, rehearse 
diligently for four weeks under 
the skillful direction of Mr. Hugo 
Kirchhofer, with Inez Jacobson as 
accompanist, to perfect the rendi- 
tion of this song. As the rays of 
the sun creep over the eastern hills 


and dawn breaks in a blaze of light, 
the Sunrise Chorus, unnoticed in 
its black robes, rises silently from 
the terraced platform. At a signal 
from the director the black robes 
are dropped. In gleaming white the 
chorus reveals itself arranged in 
a perfect cross and lifts its voice 
to the strains of “Christ the Lord 
Is Risen Today.” 

This picture of the Resurrection 
and the new life portrayed by the 
living cross endures in the minds 
of all who see and hear it, not just 
through the day but through the 
year. Its significant portent should 
bring solace to some, joy to many 
and contentment to all who recog- 
nize in it the Spirit of the Eternal. 
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Lily Processional 


The keynote of the stage setting 
for the Easter Sunrise Service has 
always been the calla lily. Thou- 
sands upon thousands of these 
flowers have been used in decor- 
ating the Bowl each year. On Eas- 
ter Saturday in April, 1928, a new 
ceremony was inaugurated that en- 
abled the donors of the lilies to 
participate in a dedicatory service. 
Each year on the afternoon before 
Easter Sunday a procession of lily 
bearers preceded by the Sunrise 
Chorus moves up Pepper Tree Lane 
in Hollywood Bowl. The lilies are 


deposited at the foot of an impro- 
vised cross, some to be caught up 
and fixed in the frame until the 
large cross of blossoms stands re- 
vealed. A simple plan of program 
follows this processional. Many at- 
tend this service who cannot come 
out early Sunday morning. 

The music, the message and the 
beautiful surroundings in Pepper 
Tree Lane create an everlasting 
impression. Each participant, bear- 
ing a lily on this memorable occa- 
sion, dedicates himself anew to the 
up-building of community life.

More than two decades have 
passed since our soldiers entered 
the World War, but still the need 
for united comradeship in com- 
munity life is urgent. The Holly- 
wood Community Chorus sees this 
need and by its own method con- 
tributes materially to the enrich- 
ment of community life. 
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Hollywood Bowl

God smiled benevolently and be- 
nignly upon Hollywood when he 
created this entrancing and be- 
loved hollow of the hills we call 
Hollywood Bowl. 


It is a God-given site where we 
may find sublime rest from the 
cares that beset a material world. 


In 1921 an inspiring Easter Sun- 
rise Service was held here. The 
Philharmonic Orchestra played 
from a platform set on the rough 
floor of the Bowl. The setting 
was more rustic than today but 
from that lovely service came a 
great and far-reaching inspiration. 


There had been Easter Sunrise 
services sponsored by the same 
group in 1919 on Whitley Heights 
and in 1920 on Olive Hill. These 
were mere forerunners of the Bowl 
events to come. 


It is altogether fitting that out 
of the Easter Service of 1921 with 
its songs of praise, joy and triumph 
to the risen Christ should come the 
idea for a permanent home for 
music in the Bowl. 


The exalted character of music 
in these hills so filled the hearts 
of the thousands of listeners that 
Easter morn that the establishment 
of the Hollywood Bowl Sym- 
phonies under the Stars came as a 
natural sequence. 


We must never cease to pay last- 
ing tribute to the unselfish and 
idealistic pioneers of Hollywood 
Bowl whose early struggles made 
a dream come true. 

It is a far cry to the first Bowl 
season when 15,000 persons sat on 
crude benches perched unevenly on 
the ungraded hills. Music lovers 
trooped happily up dusty Pepper 


Tree Lane to sit in reverent silence 
waiting for the first notes from 
the Philharmonic Orchestra led by 
dear Alfred Hertz. 

The Bowl grew from these pio- 
neering days when pennies were 
showered in gladsome tokens and 
offerings of community support. 
It grew into a world institution. 
The ideal of public service guided 
each succeeding group that had 
contact with the Symphonies under 
the Stars but back of it all was 
the zeal of the Bowl pioneers. 

Without pause the Symphonies 
under the Stars have been pro- 
duced every year a few months 
after the reverent Easter Sunrise 
Services. We now approach the 
nineteenth season which opens July 
9 and will continue through Aug- 
ust. 

Five hundred and sixty-four con- 
certs have been performed in Hol- 
lywood Bowl since the summer of 
1922. It is estimated that more 
than four million persons have 
heard these concerts and operas 
and witnessed ballets and other 
events. ; 

Until 1933 the Hollywood Bowl 
Association operated the Bowl both 
as lessee from the County of Los 
Angeles which owns the property 
and as producer of the concerts. 
Other organizations presented the 
seasons of 1933 and 1934. 


In 1934 Southern California 
Symphony Association came into 
being upon the death of the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra founder, the 
late William Andrews Clark, Jr. 
This Association has sponsored 
both the Bowl Symphonies under 
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the Stars and Philharmonic Orches- 
tra concerts from 1935 forward. 

The Board of Trustees of South- 
ern California Symphony Associa- 
tion is composed of men and 
women active in the civic, music 
and social life of the Southwest. 
The board includes the president 
of the Bowl! Association and mem- 
bers of its board. 

In the past five years this asso- 
ciation has presented 135 events in 
the Bowl to 1,416,255 persons. Of 
these, 41 were symphony concerts 
exclusively. It is gratifying to 
note that 305,547 persons attended 
these concerts. 

One hundred conductors from 
15 countries of the world have 
mounted the podium to conduct 
concerts, ballets, operas in the 
Bowl. Most of the artists and con- 
ductors engaged have been Ameri- 
cans and among the artists the 
largest number have been native 
born Americans. 

The Bowl has lured hundreds of 
tourists daily—hundreds who drive 
into the area just to look at this 
unique amphitheatre. Many con- 
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tinue their journeys into their own 
states but all vow to return for 
the summer concerts. 

It is too early to announce plans 
for the 1940 season. Indeed, no 
commitments have been made for 
the coming season and probably 
will not be before May. Rest as- 
sured, however, that a season of 
wide appeal will be arranged. With 
the widespread interest shown in 
the Bowl seasons it becomes neces- 
sary each year to extend the type 
of program to meet the desires of 
the thousands who buy tickets. 

Although costs of production 
have steadily risen the Bowl ad- 
mission prices have been kept low. 
Season ticket purchasers are able 
to hear the best we have to offer 
for 33 cents, just eight cents more 
than the low price established by 
the Bowl founders and maintained 
until mounting costs demanded 
this nominal change. 


Hollywood Bowl is established 
in the hearts of all people — its 
great possibilities have been only 
partially realized. Its future is 
bright.

Today the Hollywood Bowl 
Easter Sunrise Service “comes of 
age,’ and, upon its twenty-first 
birthday, this star-crowned insti- 
tution, wearing a verdant, blossom- 
bordered robe and encircled by the 
“candles of the Lord,” offers its 
libation of peace to the Prince of 
Peace and to the world He loves. 


Thousands of us who, on this 
dawn, turned our eyes eastward at 
the trumpet’s call, have watched 
the growth of Hollywood Bowl 
through more than two golden- 
winged decades. We have come 
here for the lofty inspiration of 
Shakespeare’s plays and we have 
sat here night after night and lis- 
tened to the harmonies dispensed 
by our master musicians, while the 
shining orbs above us whirled in 
their dance of light, singing hymns 
that only the soul may hear. But, 
best of all, to those who are in 
tune with “the resurrection and 
the life,” we have found our way 
here on Easter morns to mediate 
on Immortality and to join our 
voices with those of children, birds 
and breezes in praise of that wise, 
loving Being who is the life and 
breath of us. 


Again we gather in the beautiful 
Bowl which overflows with vibra- 
tions of peace. Once more we are 
in the company of youth, of chil- 
dren, of men and women young in 
years and of many older ones who 


are young in mind and heart—for 
love, faith and kindness look for- 
ward and upward forever, pausing 
never to count the years whose 
white hands beckon backward. 
For centuries the youth of the 
world has been betrayed by selfish, 
power-drunken men who have fat- 
tened their bodies and smeared 
their souls with the blood and tears 
of innocence, and to whom the 
painful throbbing of a mother’s 
heart has been but the drum-beat 
of that red “glory” which is “the 
sport of kings.” And in their pride 
of conquest and their grasp for 
gold, they have said that vibrant, 
happy youth finds noble expres- 
sion in conflict born of ignorance 
and hate. Their words are false, 
and black as the nights in which 
their treacherous souls were bred. 
Youth loves light and love and 
mirth and all that makes for beauty, 
truth and joy. And every thought 
of strife that young life knows is 
grafted on it as a curse from those 
who should protect and cherish it. 
We who are young in spirit as- 
semble here with those of tender 
years, and time is not for any of 
us, but only youth and gladness 
and the contemplation of the vast 
Forever, and the will to peace eter- 
nal, and the faith that liberation 
and joy shall come to every living 
being in all the worlds of God.

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Mrs. Carrie Jacobs Bond, the be- 
loved composer, wrote the music 
and words for the anthem, “Behold

Union. 


The Lutheran Choral Union was 
organized in October, 1932, by its 
Director, The Rev. Alvin A. Snes- 
rud. Membership in the Chorus 
consists of Choirs and individual 
singers from all over Southern 
California. Since November, 1932, 
annual concerts have been given. 


The first appearance of this Chorus 
in the Hollywood Bowl was in 
July, 1936, with 800 singers, in- 
cluding 300 children in a Junior 
Choral Union. In the summer of 
1939 the Choral Union sponsored a 
most successful concert in the 
Hollywood Bowl by the Interna- 
tional Choral Union with Dr. F. 
Melius Christiansen as Director. 
Upon invitation of the Easter Sun- 
rise Service Committee this Choral 
Group appeared at the 1939 Easter 
Sunrise Service and is participat- 
ing again this year.
